That none of them (during the tune afozeſaid) pꝛelume to ſell 
any of the (aid Ames in G2ots 02 by Retail, at higher Rates then by this His Majeſties Proclamation 
are appomted under the Foꝛkeitures and Penalties mentioned in the ſald Statute, and other the Laws 
and Statutes of this Realm Oꝛdamed in that behalf ; And luch further Pains and Penalties, as by the 
Laws and Statutes of this Realin can o2 may be Jnfl:ced upon Tut Contemners of Dis Q3ajeſtics 
Royal Command and P2oclamation;Requiring and Commanding all Mayo2s, Sheriffs, Juſtices of the 
Peace, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and other officers of His Majeſties Pozts, and all others whom it 
(Hall concern, diligently to obſerve, take notice of, and attend the Execution of this His Royal Pleaſure, 
end to give Pafo2mation to the Lo2ds and others of the Privy Council, of the Delinquents,that they be 
p20ceeded againſt, and receive Puniſhment accoꝛding to their Demerits.
